A, Peter-the Great, Czar of LMufesvyy died ; 
and the Clans in the Highlands were difarm’d 


by General Wade. In Fune, the Lord King was 


declared Lord High Chancellor of Great: Britain; 
about which ‘Time his Majefty fet out for Ha- 
nover. The Offend-‘Company, fet up under the 
Emperor, highly difgufted the Lnglyb and 
Dutch; and gave rife tothe Treaty of defeniive 
Alliance, concluded at: Hanover, September 3, 
between their Majefties of Great- Britain, France 
and Pruffia. This Treaty was defien’d to 
Counter: balance that concluded between the 
imperial and Spanifh Courts.

4: A Motion was made, for appointing a. 


Committee ‘to ftate the public Debt; which 
being a popular Motion, avery: warm Debate 
enfued, To this the Courtiers anfwered, that 
fuch an Enquiry at this Junéture, was quite 
unfeafonable ; and that it became them ratherj 


to enable the King to fulfil his lace Engagements 
N for 
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or the Welfare of Great-Britain, and effectu- 
ally to difconcert the Defigns of its mnemies. 
After this the Motion was rejected, by a sreat 


Majoritv. “The Treaty concluded dy his \la- 
jefty in Hanover occaftoned likewile very warm 
Debates, which were occafioned by 2 iong 
Speech made by Horace Walpoie, Ei: the 
_Britifh Ambaffador atthe Court o! F , who 
recapitulated the great Pains his M. +» had 
taken, ever fince his Accefiion to thc one, 
to promote the Felicity, of bis singeoms, 


Here the Anti-courtiers urged, that the Hano- 
ver Treaty would involve Great Britam ina 
War, merely to fupport his Majefty’s German 
Dominions, contrary to the A& of Settlement. 
To which the Courtiers replied, that the true 
Meaning of that Act, was not totally to de- 
prive Hanover of all Affiftance from the Britifh 
Nation, but only to reftrain the Sovereign from 
engaging in a War to fupport his foreign Do- 
minions, without the Confent of his Parlia- 
ment ; whofe Bufinefs it was to decide, whether 
fuch War was neceflary, or not, After this 
a Motion was made, to thank the King for 
communicating the Treaty of Hanover to his 
Parliament; and to affure him, that they would 
effeGtually Support his Majefty, in Cafe any of 
his Dominions, not belonging to the Britifh 
Crown, fhould be attack’d. ‘This was carried 
in the Affirmative, by 285 againft 107 ; and 
the Lords addrefsd the King to the fame 
Purpofe. 

Q, What Fleets were fitted out this Year? 

4. As a confiderable one was equipping in 
Ruffia, the Britifh Court, to hinder the Au/- 
cevites from attacking the Swedes, fent a ftrong 
Squadron into the Baltic, under the Command 
ot Sir Charles Wager. He failed firft to Copen- 
hagen, where he was molt gracioufly received 
by the King of Denmark. He afterwards pro- 
ceeded to Eifenab, near Stockholm ; where he 
met with as favourable a Reception from his 
Swedifhb Majefty. The Admiral then failed to 
a Port, about three Leagues from Revel ; whence 
he difpatched an Officer with an expoftulatory 
Letter from the King to the Czarina. “hough 
that Princefs was offended to fee her Ports 


block’d up by the &rit:/h Fleet, fhe yet thought 


proper to conceal her Refentment, and accord- 
jagly return’d a fatisfactory Anfwer. 
Rabutin the Emperor’s Minifter at the Czarina’s 
Court, did all that lay in his Power to traverfe 
the Negociations, but to no Purpofe. .Befides 
the above-mentioned Briti/h Fleet in the Baltic, 


~ another was fentto the /¥/?. Indies, under the 
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Command of Admiral Agfier, which lay there 
a long Time, to block up the Spani/h Plate Fleet. 
A third Fleet under Sir ‘fohn “Fexnings, fail’d 
to the Coatt of Spaix, About the End of this 
Year, ciedin the Caftle of dhlen, (where the 
refided many Years) in the EleGorate of 
Brurf-vick-Lunenburg, Sophia Dorothea, marry’d 
to his Majefty in 1682, who brought him our 
prefent Sovereign, and Dorothea Sophia, Queea 
Dowager of Prijfia, born in 1687. 
. What was done in 1727? 

A. His Majetty, on the humble Petition of 
the Merchants trading to the Ea/ft- indies, was 
pleafed to renew their Charter, with Power to 
erect Corporations in Madras and Bombay, and 
alfo at Fort /Villiam in Bengal, Vhe Parliament 
meeting Fanuary 17, the King, in his Speech, 
took Notice of the fudden and very furprifing 
Conjunction between the Emperor and the King 
of Spam. He ended with obferving, that the 
Spaniards had drawn together a great Number 
of Troops in the Neighbourhood of Grbraltar, 
as though they intended to befiege it; but that 
his Opinion was, this Armament was made, 
merely to difguife the projected Invafion, in Fa- 
vour of the Pretender. “The Lords addrefled 
his Majefty next Day on this Occafion ; but 
there were very warm Debates in the Houfe of 
Commons. The Objections raifed again pre- 
fenting an Addrefs immediately, were, that as 
Peace and War are Matters of the higheft Mo- 
ment, it was incumbent on that Houfe to 
weigh Things maturely, before they came toa 
Determination. However, the Addrefs was 
carried by a great Majority, Soon after 20,0c0 
Sailors were voted for the current Service of the 
Year. 

2, Did not an Affair of Count de Palm, the 
Imperral Refident in London, make a great 
Noif¢ there? 

A. Yes; and the Occafion of it wes his 
prefenting to his Majefiy a Memoria!, where- 
in, after endeavouring to vindicate the Peace 
concluded at Vienna, he declar’d, that the 
ofenfive Alliance, hinted at in his Majefty’s 
Speech, was wholly groundlefs ; as likewife the 
Report of any fecret Articles made in Favour 
of the Pretender. ‘This Memorial was look’d 
upon as highly injurious to his Majefty’s Crown 
ard Dignity, and devoid of all Truth; and, 
having been publickly difperfed in Print, to- 
gether with a yet more infolent Letter from 
Count Zinzendorff, to the faid Count Palm, 
the latter was no longer confider’d as a Public 
Muinifter, but commanded.to leave the Kingdom

G TORIES of private Misfortune are not al- 
\) wavs impertinent; mor are they ever with- 
out their Ufe: A€tions eminent, either Good 
or Ill, are not confined to the People of fuperior 
Rank; nor ought a Scene that may convey a 
Moral to the World, to be the lefs regarded, 
hecaufe it rifes no hizher than domettic Life. 
I have been the whole Night kept awake by 
what Ihave felt from a Story related to me the 
preceeding Evening : Nor can I fuppofe my 
Readers want Hearts as fufceptible of tender 
Impreffions, or that they are more above, or 
more afhamed to own the Touches of Hu- 
imanity. 

This focial Seafon reminds one of Acquain- 
tances of the lefs intimate, though not alwavs, 
therefore, of the lefs efteemed Kind. In the 
Courfe of fome City Vifits of this Sort, I fell 
into a Family in every Face of which I had 
been ufed to fee Chearfulnefs and Tranquility ; 
but in the Place of thofe acceptable Guefts, I 
now difcovered, at firft Sight, Anguifh and 
Defpair in that of the Father ; 2 Sorrow that 
wore the Face of Repentance, though almoft 
unftained by Guilt, in that of my once gay 
Companion, his Daughter; and a Defpondence 
beyond the Expreflion either of the Pencil or 
the Pen in that of the Mother. Death’s fable 
Face was apace advancing there ; and the others 
feemed to acknowledge his next expected Vifit. 

I could fee the Sorrow was not new 3; nor did 
they feem inclined to {peak of the Occation. 
Where wecan be of no Service to the Dif- 
treffed, Curiofity is Impertinence. “The Family 
in which | was Witnefs to this Sorrow, is that 
of a Tradefmin not of the meaner Kind, and 
IT could not but enquire, while among them, 
after the chearful Face of a Neighbour’s Son, 
who had always ufed to make one at our Parties 
of this Kind: [ have an Eye to diftinguifh, and 
a Heart to reverence Worth whatever Station 
it dignifics: IT loved this Youth for his good 
Qualities ; and was not without my Fears that 
his Death had been the Occafion of the dif- 
confolate Scene before me.

They parted witha 
real Unwillingnefs on both Sides ; and the Lady 
was in her firft Sleep when a falfe Key admitted 
her, Undoer into her Chamber. It was too late 
to ¢ry out before fhe had found Occafion ; and 
an honeft Love affifted in her Deftruction. The 
Secret was kept a Month; but the increafing 
Coldnefs of the Lover then urged her to reveal 
it to her Mother, in order to engage her warmeit 
Services in the haftening their Marriage.

os fpent an Afternoon with fome polite 

and feniible Company, and the Converfation 
being remarkably {prightly and entertaining, 
one of them, with an ironical Sneer, propofed 
Cards ; this produced a general Laugh, and 
Cards became the prevailing Topic for the Re- 
mainder of the Evening ; many fevere Things 
were faid againft them, and fomething offered 
in their Defence.

She often perufed us 
when fhe was alone, and once fhe produced us 
before Longinus and Pan! of Samofata , but 
juft when our Hopes were higheft, and the im- 
portant Difcovery was at Hand, the Queen was 
fuddenly fent for by an Expret s to withftand 
the Forces of the great Aurelicn near Antioch. 
Before fhe left the City ctoufly fhut us 
up in the Prophyry Box, and depofited us inthe 
great Temple ot Tadmur. z Zenvbia being de- 
feated, an d carried Captive t » Rome, the City 
of Tadmor fubmitted to the Conqueror 5 but 
fometime afterwards it revolted, and being again 
reduced by ure! an, was piundered by the 
Soldiery. ‘The great Tempie in which we were 
repofited was demolifhed, and we continued 
under its Ruins till an Arabian Phyfician, who 
was permitted by 4ure/ran to dig for the Dif- 
covery of learned Curiohties, found us, and 
privately carried us off with the Box in which 
we were inclofed. This Perfon, after ftudying 
the Ufe of us forty Years in vain, died of 
Grief, and in the Dividend of his Fortune we 
fell to the Share of a Pafcha in Lefer Afta. OF 
him we were at length purchafed at A/cppo by a 
Frant Merchant, whofe Refidence was at 
Smyrnas This Man, whofe Pleafures were 
fordid, and whofe Thirft of Gain was infa- 
tiable, in an Age of the darkeft Ignorance, 
and the groflelt Immorality, applied thofe 
Powers and Properties which had illuminated 
the Sage, and difclofed the Secrets of Nature, 
to amufe the Lazy, and affift the Vicious; 
in a Word, with a diabolical Subtilty, by 
which the Views of Wifdom are always per- 
verted, he contrived the Manner of ufing us 
that is now practifed, and afterwards fold us, 
with his accurfed Invention, to an European 
Factor, who for Gain diffufed our Difgrace, to 
the Wafte of Time, and the Bane of Society.

The Frenen Method of Brewing Matr- 
Liquor. 


HEY try the Softnefs of their Water 

with Soap; for if it wont Lather weil, 
it is rejected as too harfh and tmpregnated 
with bad Properties, for the Ufe of Brewing. 
When they have gota light and penetrating 
Water, the Barley, Hops and Yeaft are ufed, 
as fullowes. 

The Marfhing-fat being fitted with a 
real, and falfe Bottom (the former of which ts 
undermoft, and defcends in a flant towards the 
Middle, where is a round Opening, which is 
clofed up with a Rudder or Tapttaff, whofe 
Length exceeds the Depth of the Fat; and the 
latter two Inches above the real One, made to 
take out, and ful! of fmal] Holes) they fpread 
this Bottom with Hops, or threafhed Ears of 
Corn about an Inch thick; and pour the Male 
upon its Surface; but the hot Liquor, which is 
thrown out of the Copper, but not too hot, in- 
to the Marfhing-fat, is convey’d by a Pipe be- 
tween the two Bottoms, and rifes gradually 
thro’ the fmall Apertures of the {mall Bottom, 
and caufes whatever Sub{tances it meets to 
afcend with it, and float on its Surface. The 
proper Heat of the Licuor ts known by its 
Ebullition on the Sides ofa wooden Pee}, plung’d 
into the Copper for that Purpofe. When the 
Liquor is ready to be thrown into the Mafhing 
Fat, they damp the Fire ; and when the Malt is 
wetted, they ftir it up, and work it about very 
much with Marfhing-poles, in order to draw 
out its Subftance and incorporate it with the 


Liquor.— This is properly what is called 
Brewing. 

The Malt is permitted to remain in the 
Marthing-Fat the Space of an Hour: after which 
the Tapftaff inferted into the Aperture at the 
Bottom, is raifed up, and the Liquor, which is 


then impregnated with the fineft and moft nu- 
trimental Parts of the Malt, flows through the 
little Openings in the falfe Bottom, where Bran 
and all. the groffer Particies are detain’d; and 
the Liquor is then convey’d into a @efervatory 


or 
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or under Back, through the Opening in the real 
Bottom. ‘Then a Quantity of new Liquor ts 
pour’d into the Marfhing- Fat, and work’d a- 
bout a fecond and third Time, with the fame 
Malt, till its whole Subftance or Sweetnefs is 
exahufted or difcharged ; allowing 12 Bufhels 
of Malt to a Hogthead of ftrong Beer; half that 
Quantity to a Hogfhead of good Ale; and but 
one third to a Hogfhead of Lable-beer, 

The Liquor thus incorporated with the Sub- 
ftance of the Malt, is return’d into the Copper 
to be boil’d up with the beft pale Hops, allow- 
ing nine Pounds tothe ftrong Beer, and in 
proportion to the other fmaller Worts. ‘The 
longer this Wort is boil’d with the Hops, the 
deeper will be its Colour; fo that they who de- 
light in pale Drink, permit it to boil not above 
a Quarter of an Hour or 20 Minutes at moft. 

Ic is let out of the boiling Copper through a 
Flannel Bag or Hair Sieve, to clear it from the 
Hops, into cooling Backs, which are fhallow 
Veffels, to cool gradually ; and being only luke- 
warm, it is difcharged into another Veffel, 
and mixed up with Yeaft; a Gallon of which 
is allow’d to every Hogfhead of Liquor or 
Wort ; which in feven Hours Time begins to 
work ; and by that Means the Spirit of the 
Hops is incorporated with the Subftance of the 


Malt. It will be time to tun it, when the 
Yeaft begins to fall. 


Obfervations on Some Abfurdities in the Ma- 
nagement of Trade and Commerce, 


Mong the various Practices that Reflect 
Difgraceon the Profeilors of Chriftianity, 
I think none betray more felfifhnefs, hatred, 
and ill-will to Mankind, than the mean, nar- 
row, fradulent, and abfurd Methods fo much 
ufed by moft Chriftian Srates, in order to en- 
rich themfelves, as they imagine: ‘hey Trade 
with each other, as if they had to do with pro- 
felled Thieves: When grown Weary of Fight- 
ing, they fign and feal Initruments, called 
ireaties of perpetual Peace, Friendihip, and 
(Commerce ; but even while thofe ‘Treaties are 
fuppofed to be in Force, they ftill live ina 
State of War with one another: Lhere is no 
fuch Thing as a friendly and generous later- 
between them, but every one ftudies 
how to fupplant his Neighbour in Commerce, 
and how to grow Rich at his Expence, 
Laudable Induftry ought undoubted!y to he 
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ehcouraged in every ‘Nation, and every civils 
Society certainly has a right to promote its own 
Intereft, by all fair Means in their Power; and 
it is altogether as clear and certain, that this 
mutt be Baar by Laws and Regulations founded 
in Equity and Common Senfe. But inftead 
thereof, a monopolizing Spirit prevails ; Soci- 
eties act upon the fame Principies as Indivi- 
duals, and are as often miftaken in their 
Meafures. 

Among other Abfurdities contrived and en- 
aéted to make a Nation rich, or keep it fo, it 
is really pleafant to fee fome Governments pro- 
hibiting the Exportation of Gold and Silvers 
when it is fo evident, that where the Balance 
of ‘Trade is againft them, the Account muft be 
made up with Money, or elfe they muft leave. 
off Trading. Would any one think, that the 
Law-makers in fuch Nations had common 
Senfe, fince there cannot be a greater Abfurdity 
than to make Laws, which, in the Reafon and 
Nature of Things, muft neceflarily be broke? 
They might as well (as Mr, Locke obferves on 
this Subjeét) make a Law to hedge in the 
Cuckoo, 

Another Way of enriching a State, is to 
prohibit entirely fuch foreign Products and 
Manufactures, as interfere with their own; in 
return for which, they likewife get fome of 
their Commodities declared contraband A- 
broad. But fometimes this is done in aciviller 
Manner, by laying fuch high Duties on Goods, 
as amount toa Prohibition ; and fo the End is 
not anfwered, unlefs they mean to promote 
Smuggling, and find Work for Lawyers, Judges 
and Jurtes. Sometimes they are to cunning as 
to allow the Importation ofa Nianufacture, but 
forbid the /Vearing of it, in hopes that it will be 
made up and exported; and yet above one Halt 
of the Inhabitants may wear it if they pleafe, 
and never pay the Penalty. 

In fome Places we fee People making a great 
Pother, about no great Matter, when compar- 
ed with other Objects, and growing admira- 
ble Oeconomifts: about 200,000]. annually 
faved, would (to hear them talk) go near to re- 
trieve the Affairs of a decaying Nation, while 
no care is taken of the grand Article of its Com- 
merce: the ftaple Commodity is exported to 
Foreigners, who cannot but fneer at the Noiie 
that has been made about Linnen Rags, while 
they are {till permitted torun away with the

them from the Country whence they fteal that 
Fijeece.

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Political State of Foreign Affairs. 


Rome, December 11. 

HEY write from Sora in the Kingdom of 

Naples, that fome Thievesin the Night be- 
tween the 24th and 25th of laft Month had found 
Means fo get into the Church of the Nuns of St. Clare 
in chat City, and from thence into the Sacrifty, out 
of which they not only took all the facred Veffels 
which they found, but a large Quantity of other 
Pieces of Silver, and a great Sum in Cath, to the 
Amount in the whole, af.10000 Crowns, 

Peterfourgh. Dec. 14. The Emprefs has order’d 
that Dr.. Hilmer fhould beat Liberty to depart hence 
after every Body, who had any Demands upon him, 
or any belonging to him, were fatisfied. We have 
received Advice by Way of Aftracan, that the Sophi 
of Perfia being alarmed atthe great Progrefs made 
by Prince Heraclius in the Province of Ghilan, march. 
ed with a powerful Army towards that Province, 
where a bloody Battle was fought, wherein 20006 
of Heraclius’s Army were cut to Pieces. The fame 
Advices add, that this has been a decifive Battle in 
Favour of the Sophi and will tend to re-eftablifh 
Tranquility in Perfia. 

Stockholm, Dec. 20. The Refolutions of the Diet 
are kept moft profoundly fecret; we only know, 
that by the Regulations which have been concerted 
between the King and the States, Peace anda good 
Underftanding with Ruffia will be eitablifhed upon a 
firm and ftable footing ; that the Difputes concerning 
the fettling of Limits will be adjufted te reciprocal 
SatisfaCion, and that the antient Alliancies which 
fubfilt between Sweden and divers Powers of Europe 
will be confirmed, 

Marfetiles, Dec. 18. The following Affair 1s

Wednefday 7-night being New Year’s Day, it wae 
obferved at Court as a high Feftival, and his Majeity 
received the Compliments of the Nobility, Foreign 
Minifters, and Gentry, on the:Qccafion ; but, on Ac- 
count of the Mourning, his Majefty. did not go tothe 
Chapel Royal, as ufual, to offer the Byzant, or 
Wedge of Gold: Neither was the Ode for the New 
Year performed, as ufual, :

A few Days fince, as Lord Vifcount’ Downe was 
returning out of Yorkfhire, he was attacked by two 

lighwaymen, about 6 inthe Evening, nearthe Pil- 
lar erected in Memory of the Victory Cotained by 
King Edward 1V. over the Earl of Warwick, about 
a Mile Northof Barnet. His Lordhhip was in a Pott 
Chaife, and had only one Servant on Horfeback with 
him.

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rfeback, each of them clapping a Piftol to his 
ot Ho - inp 'bianyllde dapy: e6Gdood the 
Breaft and difarming, Him 
Poftillion to ftand, but his Lordship ordered him to 
driveon, and when one of the Villains came to the 
Door of the Chaife and demanded his Lordhhip’s 
Money, my Lord anf{wered him witha Piftol, where- 
re Fellow fell, andcried out, he was wound- 
upon the F . 
ed, and his Horfe ran about the Field. It was not 
ksown what became of the Fellow. His Lordthip 
came fafe to London the fame Night, though the 
Villain {napped a Piftol feveral Times athim. There 
was another Chaife with my Lord, and had Gentle- 
men in it, who were not attacked, and having no 
Arms, were incapable of affifting his Lordfhip. 

Laft Week the following melancholy Account 
happened on board a Ship now inthe River: The 
Mate of the Ship, who had it feems a Wife and 
Family, but who, as he had come off a long Voyage, 
was excited to deal a little with the Women of the 
Town ; in Confequence of this he was apprehenfive 
of his being infeéted, and went toa young Man 
of his Acquaintance in the Chirurgical Way, and 
told him the Story. The Surgeon, by Way of Hum- 
bag, perfwaded the poor Fellow that he really was 
Pox'd, and prefcribed for him: Thisfo effeéted his 
Spirits, that he took an Opportunity to go on board 
the Ship, where there were only two Boys, and 
hang’d himfelf up: The Boys feeing him, were 
frighted, and got afhore to tell the News : They 
met with a Ship-Builder, to whom they related it, 
who was fo ftupid as notto go on board to cut the 
Man down, but pofted to a Surgeon’s Houfe, and 
brought one of his Men to bleed him. The Fellow, 
who came on purpofe to bleed him, ftripped of his 
Coat, tied up his Arm, and put in the Launcet, 
without ever having the Prefence of Mind to cut the 
Man down ; and before he found the Miftake, the 
poor Fellow was quite dead. ‘Thus the Stupidity of 
thefe People did this unhappy Man owe his Fate; 
and if from Humbugging fuch dangerous Confe- 
quences enfue, it is Pity but that the Term itfelf 
was reprobated, and they who prattife this fathon- 
able lying, branded with the moft ftigmatizing 
Marks of Infamy.
